some weeks, I have planned to send 
Hie papers back home a short account 
of our work down bere, so bere goes. 
This is said to be one of the “work- 
fngest” legislatures in recent history. 
Believe it or not, 
with the session 
'inst half over, the machinery of the 
house of representatives is working 
so well that much of the major legis­ 
lation is now ready for the hot fights 
that come on 
the floor of the two 
houses. Committees have l>een on thej 
job for weeks and have turned out a j 
lot of bi!Is. 
House Bill 435, which I introduced, 
a bill to regulate the sale of liquor 
by drug stores in dry areas, will get, 
a public 
hearing next Monday, the 
/20th This bill. I believe, will correct, 
h I,ad s i t u a t i o n w h i c h h a s grown up 
in many small towns in dry counties. 
The drug stores would have to pay 
the same price 
for 
a 
license now j 
charged to package stores in w et areas 
and there are many other restrictions, 
including rigid restrictions on physi­ 
cians who issue prescriptions. 
After stormy hearings for several 
weeks, the house killed a truck load 
lim it hill which would rise the limit 
to 20 0<H> pounds, but there is now in- 
fo g considered a loud increase 
bill 
that would 
allow 
14,000 pounds on 
trucks moving perishable produce and 
•livestock, which lias 
better support 
than the other load limit 
bill. The 
tmuse killed a proposed civil service 
hill Monday of this week, which would 
put the state departments under civil 
service rules. 
Small chance is held 
out for legalized horse racing after a 
hill came up for consideration 
this 
week when a ruling for the attorney 
general on in constitutionality 
w as, 
requested, thus delaying the hill. 
I would like to have letters from 
the folks at home as to how they feel 
ftvith regard to the socalled fair-trade 
which are due for floor debate, 
week.
